7. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$500 or any part thereof for the repair of the Camp 
‘Ground road so-called. 


8. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the maintenance of town highways. 


9. To see if the town will raise and appropriate any 
money for Old Home Day. 


10. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
money for a new road machine. 


11. To see if the town will raise and appropriate any 
money to enlarge the Cemetery at Wilmot Center, or 
take any action in the matter.
